Nov. 26.—Before 
the largest crowd that ever witnessed 
a game in the Middle West, Kansas and 
Missouri started on their eighteenth an- 
nual struggle this afternoon.

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Finance of Panama ‘Line, With -80 
,, Passengers Aboard, Goes Down 
After Crash Off Sandy Hook. 





NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Fog, the heaviest known for. years, 
which has paralyezed traffic in New York harbor for four days 
caused the loss of six lives today when the Panama Railroad steam- 
er Finance, bound for Colon.with 85 passengers on board, was sunk 
in collision with the White Star steamship Georgic in the main ship 


channel off Sandy Hook. 

Chief Engineer cm W. Puckett, his 
third assistant engineer, William H. 
Todd, and an oiler named Charles Eric, 
all of the Finance, either remained at 
their posts or were caught in the 
wreckage and went down witu the ship. 

Three passengers are missing and are 
believed to be drowned. They are: 

Mrs. Irene Campbell, of Colon. 

Henry , Muller, a conductor 
Panama Railroad. 

Policeman Rhideland of the Canal 
Zone police. ) 

' Most of the passengers were at 
breakfast when the great steel prow 
of the Georgic came crashing through 
the side of the Finance as the Panama 
liner was making her way slowly 
down the channel. : 

Children Still Asleep. 

Nineteen women and 15 children 
were still asleep in the state rooms. 
With the uproar of the collision all 
fled to the deck, and while the boats 
were being lowered several of the 
women, too frantic with fright .to-be 
calmed by the steady assurances of 
the officers that all would be’ saved, 
plunged overboard. 

Dressed only in their night cloth- 
ing, they were picked up by boats 
from both the Finance and the Geor- 
gic, while their cooler fellow passen- 
gers clustered about the other boats 
as the Finance sank under their feet, 
a cataract,of water pouring into the 
wound in her side. 

‘Passengers declare that Capt. Mow- 
bray of the Finance remained cool and 
directed the work of rescue, but de- 
spite his best efforts the six named 
were not among the rescued. 

Within ten minutes after the Georgic 
struck her, the Finance sank with a 
great hole on the starboard side, just 
abaft of the funnel. 

Owing to the wreckage, the crew were 
unable to launch any of the lifeboats 
from the starboard side, but the boats 
and life crafts on the port side were 
quickly dropped into the water and the 


on the 


rescued passengers were taken on board 
and then proceeded up the harbor, leav- 
ing Capt. Mowbrey or the Finance and 
several members of his crew on board 
tugs near the sunken steamer. 


Gevernment Owns Finance. 

The Finance is really owned by the 
United States Government which con- 
trols the Panama line. 

On board the Georgic is a troop of 
elephants, which are to appear at a 
local amusement place. 

The first knowledge of the collision 


came to the observer in the marine tow- 
er at Sandy Hook when the fog lifted 
shortly after 10 a. m. The Finance was 
then seen lying with her decks sub- 
merged and her deckhouse partly under 
water. Her boats showed above the 
sea, while her funnels and masts stuck 
upright. 

Anchored in. the vicinity were the 
Georgic, although badly injured, and the 
d4ank steamer Hesperus, which had low- 
ered boats to assist in the work of 
rescue. Many of these boats could be 
seen near the wreck and filled with peo- 
ple. 

The New York Harbor Inspector’s boat 
Ceberus, the big, ocean-going tug Her- 
cules and the tower Mfeboat from the 
Sandy Hook station hurried to aid in 
the rescue. | 

When the fog lifted one man could be 
seen standing on the top of the deck- 
house of the Finance, just out of the 
water. 

The Finance was built in 1882 at Ches- 
ter, Pa. Her length is 26 feet and 
breadth 38 feet 4 inches, depth 23 feet 4 
inches. She is constructed of iron and 
steel, has a gross tonnage of 2608; net 
tonnage, 1919.

He threatened 
that if she disclosed his name he 
would say that she was an accomplice 
and had incited him to kill her husband. 
The man, she said, had terrocized her 
ever since. 

The burglary was a sham. The mur- 
derer took seme money, while she her- 
self hid the jewels in the Bellvue villa. 
Later, fearing that they would be found 
by the police, she took them to a jew- 
eler and had them unset. She promised 
that she would go to a magistrate early 
and reveal all.

English Writer Says Old-Time 
Hospitality Has Gone 
Completely. 





LONDON, Nov. .««.—The decline of 
home life owing to the rise of flats is 
the subject of a striking article by Mrs. 
Annie Groser Hurd, just published in 
the Fortnightly. She says: 

“In proportion as flat life increases 
home life decreases. The flat dweller 
ought not to xeep a dog, prefers not 
to keep a cat, cannot have a garden, 
has no chance of keeping house, has 
no possible place for memories, and, 
most emphatically of all, has no use 
or accommodation for babies. Although 
it may be possible to make homes with- 
out kittens or babies or flowers. or 
memories or cupboards, the spirit of 
home is hard to woo and win without 
any of them. * * * 

Hospitality a Lost Art. 

“Among the other lost arts—lost in 


-the deep wells of the flat—is the gentle 


art of hospitality, which must not be 
confused with entertaining. Of enter- 
taining there is too much, for it is so 
simple and impersonal, it is part of 
the labor-saving paraphernalia. 

‘If you desire to entertain in your flat 
you~ telephone to the nearest of the 
many agencies existing for the purpose 
and leave everything tn their hands. 
They will supply your entire evening— 
food, servants, entertainment, flowers, 
taste, and, if necessary, guests, Your 
pennies, or rather pounds, pour down 
the slot; the machine supplies the rest. 


This is not hospitality, but machine- 
made entertaining; and, truth to tell, 
affords small entertainment to the 
guests and none to the hosts. * * *

KING OF SPORTS

Henry (“Kid”) Becker, otherwise 
known to fame as “King of the Sports,” 
has filed a supplementary petition in the 
Circuit Court to his suit for divorce 
against Louisa becker, in which he 
makes many allegations that were not 
in the original complaint.

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Chairman of Board of Man- 
agers Declares Plan Is Not 
Satisfactory. 


CONFERENCE ARRANGED 
Question Will Be Taken Up 


Finally When Court Deci- 
sion Is Received. 





Municipal control and administra- 
tion ot the Art -Museum in For- 
est Park is the proposal which 
Mayor Wells and Park Commissioner 
Scanlan make to the institution’s au- 
thorities. following the Supreme Court’s 
decision that no public funds can law- 
fully be devoted to its maintenance. 

Unless the present Board of Control 
should decline to accept this proposition, 
the Museum will remain in Forest Park, 
Mayor Wells says. So far as the city 
is concerned, there is no intent or dis- 
position, he declares, to force the Mu- 
seum’s removal from the park and he 
expresses the belief that the Board of 
Control will concur in his plans for its 
management. 

A board like that which administers 
the Public Library is Mayor Wells’ sug- 
gestion for conducting the Museum to 
the satisfaction of both the city and 
owners of the collections of art. 

No “Ring” Domination. 

“No one can say that the Public Li- 
brary is not honestly, capably and pro- 
gressively managed,” said Mayor Wells. 
“Men of the same high character and 
ability can be found to take charge of 
the Museum. Their appointments might 
be made so that a vacancy would have 
to be filled each year. That would in- 
sure the Museum against domination by 
a ‘ring’, even if any succeeding munici- 
pal administration should attempt to 
make the positions political jobs. 

“I feel ft is unfortunate that the Mis- 
souri Historical Society will be unable 
to find a safe, commodious home for its 
very valuable records and treasures. I 
am sorry, too, that there is no lawful 
way in which the city could aid an in- 
stitution like the Art Museum. 

“Tt was plain to us, however, that the 
Constitution forbids the use of public 
money by a private institution, and we 
were compelled to oppose what might 
become a dangerous precedent.” 

Restrictions Are Named. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says that 
the city will do all that it can, short of 
appropriating money, to encourage the 
museum. The building which now shel- 
ters the collections of paintings and 
statuary in Forest Park is owned by the 
city, but will be at the disposal of the 
institution. 

The museum, however, must be con- 
ducted under regulations made by the 
city. There must be no charge for ad- 
mission, Mr. Scanlan says, and no at- 
tempt to use the building as a place for 
private social gatherings. 

The tax of 2 cents per $100 already 
collected for the Museum and that 
which is now being paid for 1908— 
amounting to $190,030.62—will revert to 
municipal revenue and will be consid- 
ered in fixing the rate of taxation next 
year.

Sales Celebrates Struggle 
of Twelve Years. 


IS SPLENDID STRUCTURE 





Largest Edifice in South St. 
Louis and of Beautiful 
Architecture. 





The new church of St. Frances de 
Sales, at Gravois and Ohio avenues, the 
largest in South St. Louis and one of 
the three largest Catholic edifices in 
St. Louis, was dedicated with elaborate 
ceremonies Thursday. 

Two bishops, an auxiliary Bishop and 
an abbot took part in the-exercises, and 
Gregorian music, in strict accord with 
the latest Vatican edition of the Grad- 
ual, was sung& by a male choir of 2% 
voices, who intoned the imntroit, offer- 
tory and communion of Gruber’s Mass 
precistly as ecclesiastical music of this 
character was sung in the Middle Ages. 
This mass, one of the most beautifu 
ever composed, has never before b 
sung in St. Louis. 

In the absence from the city of Arch- 
bishop Glennon the dedicatory rites 
were performed by Bishop Janssen of 
Belleville, who was assisted by many 
priests of the St. Louis diocese. 

This was followed by solemn Pon- 
tifical Mass, at which the celebrant was 

Auxiliary Bishop Koudelka of Cleve- 
land. A sermon in English was deliv- 
ered by Bishop Meerschaert of Oklaho- 
ma and one in German by the Very 
Rev. Abbot Ignatius of Subiaco, Ark. 

Result of Twelve Years’ Work. 


The new church is the culmination of 
12 years of untiring work on the part of 


the clergy and laity of the parish and 
the greater part of the funds necessary 
to complete it were raised through the 
efforts of the pastor, the Rev. F. G. 
Holweck, who has been in charge since 
1903. : 

For 12 years the members of the con- 
gregation worshiped in the basement of 
the church while struggling to carry 
out the plans for the handsome edifice 
which now stands as a monument to 
their perseverance and faith. 

The plans for the structure were 
drawn under the personal direction of 
the Rev. Peter Lotz, the former pas- 
tor, who died in 1908. Work on the foun- 
dation was begun in 189%. A year later 
a portion of it was available for the 
holding of services and in 1897 the base- 
ment was completed. 

The proportions of the church are 
magnificent. It is built In the form of 
a cross and is 230 feet in length, and 
the central wing alone is 82 feet wide. 
The foundation is of blue stone and con- 
crete and the upper portion is of gray 
brick and terra cotta over a steel frame- 
work. The steeple, the tallest in St. 
Louis, rises 300 feet above the surface 
of the street. 

Interior Pure German Gothic. 

The interior is in pure German Gothic 
style with six Gothic altars In white 
enamel and gold, the main altar rising 
52 feet above the floor and 70 feet above 
the street level. The width of the 
transept is 123 feet. The installing of 
the stained glass windows, which were 
not finished in time for the dedication, 
is the only work which remains to be 
done. 

Handsome oak pews have been in- 
stalled in the auditorium, which will 
afford seating capacity for 1500 wor- 
shippers. In the choir gallery there are 
seats for 200. 

There are five main entrances to the 
auditorium, three in front and one on 
either side of the transept. 


The entire roof and the three spires 


are constructed of steel and the work 
on them was considered the most haz- 
ardous ever undertaken in St. Louis. 

A feature of the great central spire 
is its embellishment with huge rut 
stone gargoyles, which closely resembie 
the famous ones on the towers of the 
Notre Dame Cathedral in Paris.

‘A petition signed by every packet line 

manager in St. Louis will be sent to 
the Commission on Revision of Laws 
Relating to Safety of Life at Sea of 
Congregs, asking that part of section 
4472 of the laws governing the steam- 
boat-inspection service be stricken out. 

This section relates to the transpor- 
tation of all inflammable material, and 
particularly kerosene, ’°on steamers that 
carry passengers. 

The part of the law that the steam- 
boat men particularly object to’ says 
that refined petroleum may be carrfed 
on “such steamers upon routes wheré 
there is no other practicable mode of 
transporting it.” The packet. line men 
ask that this be stricken out of the sec- 
tion. | 

The petition was framed by Capt. 
John E. Massengale, traffic manager of 
the St. Louis and Tennessee River 
Packet Co. 


Gives Railroads a Monopoly. 


“On account of this law the railroads ]. 


have the absolute control of the coal 
oil trade along the rivers,”’ said Capt. 
Massengale. ‘“‘The packet lines are dis- 
criminated against. I see that John D. 
Rockefeller has stated that he owns 
stock in many railroads. We also know 
that he owns most of the coal oil, but 
he doesn't own the Mississippi River 
steamboats. 

“We want this. discrimination to get 
to the President, and believe this is the 
only way to do it. If we are to have 
deep water to the gulf and the revival 
of steamboating we must have a square 
deal in the matter of transportation. 


Inconsistency in Law 
“So far as the safety of passengers is 


concerned in this law there is nothing 
to prevent a steamboat from carrying 
1000 barrels of coal oil to Waterloo, Io., 
which is not a railroad competitive 
point, for instance, but it cannot carry 
Oohe barrel of oil to Chester, which is 80 
miles away. Is it not as dangerous to 
carry oil on a steamer to a non-railroad 
point as to a competitive point on a rail- 
road?

Washington soon of the National Wa- } 


terways Commission and we want to get 
this matter fairly before it and see if 
it thinks this is a square deal for the 
men who are trying to build up the river 
busness. 

“The inspectors come aboard our boats 
and if. they find any oil billed to a com- 
petitive railroad point they bring us into 
court and may fine us $500 a barrel for 
carrying competitive oil, but it costs 
us no penalty to carry all the oil we can 
get for points where there is no railroad 
competition.”’

ADVANTAGE TO ROADS 





Unit Plan Structure Would 
Make Diverging Tracks 
Impracticable. 





ST. LOUIS, Nov. 25, 1908. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I observe in your issue of the 24th 
inst. that Col. Robert Shaw Oliver, As- 
sistant Secretary of War, in a com- 
munication addressed to Hon. Andrew J. 
©’ Reilly, President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, under date of the 20th 
inst., states among other matters relat- 
ing to the disapproval of the municipal 
¥ree Bridge plans submitted and argu- 
rients upon which were heard on Oct. 
I> last, before Col. William H. Bixby, 
as a representative of the War Depart- 
ment, that the plans were disapproved 
and that the requirements of the War 
Department would make it necessary to 
change the same so that they would be 
not less than 65 feet net headroom or 
space in the clear above the high water 
of 1908 at the Chouteau avenue bridge 
site. 

President O'Reilly is reported to have 
said that because of the requirements 
of this extreme net clearance of 65 feet, 
it would be impracticable to build a 
double-deck bridge at Chouteau avenue, 
since the high upper roadway for the 
wagon and foot traffic being some % 
feet above the lower roadway (allowing 
five feet for the cords and floor of the 
upper roadway, and 20 feet for the low- 
er or steam railroadway) would make it 
imyfossible to reach the street grade at 
Fourth and Chouteau avenue with, any- 
thing like an easy -gradient. He also 
states that the city has,.not enough 
money under the $3,500,000 bond fssue to 
extend the bridge approach to Sixth 
street. 

Height That Is Required. ° 

Let us examine into the facts of the 
actual distances and grades in that 
vicinity. In the first place, the extreme 
high water in the river was on June 8, 
3908, when it registered 4.26 feet above 
the city directrix. Adding to this the 66 
feet clearance required by the War De- 
partment would make the under cords 
of the bridge 69.26 feet above the city 

x. Assuming the under cords 
ef the double-deck bridge to be five 
perpendicular 
width to the surface of the under steam 
failroad bridge levels, that the net 
lreadway of the lower steam railroad 
roadway would be 20 feet and that the 
gords and fleer of the upper street traf- 
@ie roadway would also be five feet, 
there would be a total height of 30 feet 
from the surface of the upper street 
roadway level to the under cords of the 
lower steam railroad roadway. 

It will then be seen that the total ele- 
yation required from the upper street 
roadway floor levels te the flood line of 
1803 would be 99.26 feet, comprising the 
4.26 feet flood line above the city direc- 
trix, the 6 feet net clearance required 
by the War Department and the 30 feet 
height of the lower and upper roadways 
of the bridge. ? 

: Grade Will Be 4 Per Cent. 

The distance from the outer harbor 
line to the east line of Fourth street 
is 1980 feet. The elevation at Fourth 
street and Chouteau avenue is 10 feet 
above the city directrix, as shown upon 
the records of the Streat Department, 
which elevation we must deduct from 
the 99.26 feet shown as the height of the 
upper street roadway level of the bridge, 
thus leaving a net height between the 


- Jevels of Cheuteau avenue and the levels 


of said upper roadway to be covered in 
the 1980 feet distance from the harbor 
line to Fourth street. This requires but 
a simple calculation to show and does

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for the bridge approach over Chouteau 
avenue to the levels of the upper street 
landing. This is a fairly heavy grade, 
but perfectly practicable, and it is less 
than the grade of the east wagon 4ap- 
proach to the Eads Bridge, which has 
been in constant use by heavy teams 
since its completion in 1874. 

By extending the approach farther 
west over Chouteau avenue to tlie east 
side of Sixth street—which is 47) feet 
west of the east line of Fourth street, 
the total length of the western bridge 
approach from the outer harbor line 
would then be 2450 feet. It will be re- 
membered that the grade of Chouteau 
avenue ascends very rapidly westward 
from Fourth street, and at Sixth street 
the elevation is 18.9 feet above the city 
directrix, as shown by the records in 
the Street Department. Deducting this 
elevation of 18.9 feet from the 99.26 feet 
the total height above the water line of 
the bridge upper street roadway level, 
there would remain an elevation of 80.20 
feet to be covered or met in the ap- 
proach of 2450 feet from the harbor line 
to Sixth street. This would give a 
gradient of about 3.31 per cent—a_ very 
reasonable one and only about half the 
present grade on Chouteau avenue be- 
tween Broadway and Seventh street. 

Will Give Light Space. 

Chouteau avenue is 60 feet wide east 
of Fourth street and 8) feet wide west 
thereof. The Eads Bridge is 54 feet 
wide. Supposing the municipal free 
bridge to have the same width, it would, 
if placed above Chouteau avenue, give 
sufficient space for light and ventila- 
tion of the present street surface under- 
neath, and west of Broadway, inas- 
much as Chouteau avenue is 80 feet 
wide there, it would leave 13 feet on 
each side for public use as a means of 
communication between Broadway and, 
say, Seventh street or points west on 
Chouteau, which would not, on account 
of this 8-foot width, impair or destroy 
the use of Chouteau avenue at the in- 
tersection of the bridge approach or any 
part of it to the river. Thus it would 
not be necessary for the city of St. Leuis 
to condemn any additional space on 
either the north or:the south lines of 
Chouteau avenue to afford street com- 
munication or roadway purposes ad- 
joining Chouteau avenue at that point. 

Moreover, as Sixth street at Chouteau 
avenue is 8.9 feet higher than the inter- 
section of Broadway and Fourth street 
and the roadway approach would rise 
to the east on a 3.31 per cent grade, the 
base of the bridge roadway cords would 
be some 24 feet’ above Broadway and 
Fourth street, and thus in no way inter- 
fere with the full and unobstructed use 
by street cars, wagons or pedestrians 
of Fourth street or Broadway.

a unit-plane bridge 94 feet wide, as has 


ly recommended by Mr. O'Reilly, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, notwithstanding that a number 
of competent bridge engineers stated 
and recommended at the public confer- 
ence held recently under a concurrent 
resoluiten passed by the Municipal As- 
sembly, that the double-deck bridge 
was in every way the more practical, 
cheaper of construction and desirable 
for railroad, wagon and pedestrian pur- 
poses. 

I am at a loss to comprehend why Mr. 
O'Reilly, or the engineers, Brenneke & 
Fay, who made the rejected bridge 
plans, recommend building a unit-plane 
bridge 94 feet wide, or any other width, 
in preference to a double-deck bridge in 
the interest of our city and people, es- 
pecially when it is shown, beyond ques- 
tion, that the upper Wagon roadway 
would have a gradient of 4% per cent, 
landing at Fourth street and Chouteau 
avenue—which is less than the present 
grade of Chouteau avenue between 
Broadway and Seventh street, or a 
gradient of 3.31 per cent if the wagon 
approach should be extended westwardly 
to the east side of Sixth street. 

Railroads to Be Channeled, 

M. O'Reilly should know, and I am 
satisfied that he does know, that under 
the arrangements in the general use of 
a unit plane bridge, 94 feet wide, for 
Steam railroad, street car, wagon way 
and pedestrian purposes, and especially 
as arranged by him, showing the steam 
railroad tracks in the center roadway 
or portion of the bridge, so submitted by 
him to the War Department, that the 
steam railroads, so using the same, 
would be channeled or confined, as it 
were, to a course westwardly between 
the wagon ways on each side of the 
bridge, a western course somewhere 
in the Mill Creek Valley, diverging 
north of Chouteau avenue and south of 
Gratiot street, and that by reason of 
said channel of confined use of -the 
bridge, in the center roadway there- 
ox, the steam railroads could only lead 
westwardly to the area of land north 
of Chouteau somewhere west of Tenth 
street in the Mill Creek Valley, there- 
by necessarily limiting the incoming ex- 
tended lines to a confined district to the 
disadvantage and cost of our Eastern 
extending competitive lines in compet- 
ing for a share of our vast freight 
tonnage. 

Would Permit Appreaches. 

With a double-deck bridge, having the 
steam railroads on the lower roadway, 
arranged like the Eads Bridge, it weuld 
be feasible and practicable for the city, 
in the future, to permit eastern extend- 
ing lines to construct north and south 
loops, or “Y” railroad approaches there- 
to, diverging from the bridge over the 
public wharf to a communication with 
extreme North St. Leuis or South St. 
Louis, to other available freight lands 
suitable for individual Keastern incom- 
ing terminals, whersoever found the 
cheapest, practicable, available and use- 
able. In this way the extending Hast- 
ern lines would not be handicapped or 
forc®i to use the monopoly terminals 
of the Terminal Railroad Asseciation 
on # Wheelage basis, which, for many 
practical reasons, best known to rail- 


in the prompt delivery and shipment of 
freight, to say nothing of extra cost 
in rentals thereof.

"| monopoly tell us that it offers ample compensa- 


tion for the public lands which it now hopes to 
add to its domain. “The Association,” they say, 
“intends to open and build a new and valuable 
thoroughfare running east and west through its 
tracks at a point of the greatest usefulness.” It 
also offers to build a subway at Compton ave- 
nue. 

This “new and valuable thoroughiare” is to be 
246 feet long and 30 feet wide, and 143 feet of it 


Its area, aside from the public alley, is 5235 square 
feet, and the cost of improving this splendid 
thoroughfare would be perhaps $7500. In Chi- 
cago the railways have expended over $60,000,000 
in track elevation and in the construction of sub- 
ways. They were forced to do it, first by law, 
and, secondly, in their own interest. The Comp- 
ton avenue subway is not a gift or a concession. 
It is a necessity. The Terminal Railway cannot 
conveniently operate its road without it. 

Good judges estimate the value of the streets 
which the Terminal monopoly asks the city to 
make over to it at $2,421,000. In return for this 
rich grant it graciously offers “a new and valuable 
thoroughfare,” worth about $7500 and promises 
to build a subway which it is bound to provide 
for itself in any event. 

Generosity of this description has always char- 
acterized the Terminal Trust in its dealings with 
this community. Habitually asking favors, it con- 
fers none except upon the privileged few. When 
it has a “bargain” to offer to the public it is in 
the nature of exchanging a shoe string or a tu- 
mato can for a city lot or a toll-gate concession. 
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A NAME FOR THE UNIVERSITY. 

Pursuing a suggestion in these columns that 
a more distinctive name be found for Washing- 
ton University, a correspondent proposes South- 
western. But there is nothing definite, much less 
distinctive, about this. It suggests nothing but 
the points of the compass. 

The solution of the problem lies elsewhere. 
When a man of means, unknown to fame and 
naturally desirous of leaving some memorial, be- 
stows a few millions upon the University, the 
question of finding a fitting name will be an- 
swered. 

The great universities in this country bear the 
names of their founders or important benefactors. 
Very few persons know anything about Jonn 
Harvard, but Harvard University is known of al 
men, and Harvard lives in the institution which 
bears his name. We are forgetting Ezra Corneil, 
the man, but he has a place in the chronicle be- 
cause he gave his name to one of the greatest 
educational institutions. Chicago University has 
not yet surrendered the appellation received 
when Stephen A. Douglas founded the old insti- 
tution, but there is little doubt that the name 
of the second founder will yet be assumed. Rock- 
efeller University will become one of the leading 
educational centers in the world. 

Who will do for Washington what Rockefeller 
did for Chicago? He can associate himself for- 
ever with a far-reaching, potent, never-dying in- 
fluence for enlightenment by the expenditure of 

a few of his surplus millions. A mortal man has 
heré an opportunity to perpetuate himself in a 
vital force which will endure indefinitely. 
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TRUE TO THANKSGIVING TRADITIONS. 

It is historically appropriate that Thanksgiving 
day should be celebrated, as is now the case ‘n 
St. Louis, by a friendly athletic contest between 
American Indians and palefaces. 

The football players of Carlisle School and Sc. 
Louis University are in fine consonance with the 
best traditions of this holiday. The first Thanks- 
giving day in America was marked by amicable 
competition in sports between the red and white 
men of that time. Foot racing, jumping, wrestling 
were among the games constituting the events of 
the original Puritan Thanksgiving, and the rival- 
ry between the aboriginal Americans and those of 
English blood was hot and hearty. 

Whoop and hurrah all you please, therefore, 
during today’s St. Louis battle on the gridiron. 
The history of your own country backs you up in 
such jubilation. 
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ELECTED AGAINST HIS WILL. 

A Republican who has been elected to Congress 
in a North Carolina district, in which he was a 
candidate with no expectation of success, is higaly 
indignant. He did not want the office; he did 
nothing to secure votes and, as his business is 
pressing, he threatens to resign. He even charges 
treachery upon certain of his friends: who per- 
suaded him to remain upon. the ticket on the 
ground that he had no chance of election. 

This and other incidents prove conclusively 
enough that strange things will happen in the 
South one of these days when the white people 
become really interested in national politics.

Persons inclined to the belief that 
the Navy gets all the trips around the 
world while the Army never has any 
fun, should read about the buffalo hunt 
of the late Grand Duke Alexis.

Etiquette of Dinners. 

After country houses Mr. Crownin- 
shield’ takes up the etiquette of din- 
ners. Among its many luminous sug- 
gestions perhaps those which follow 
may be found most generally useful. 

“Nothing adds so much to an ap- 
pearance of savoir faire as the art of 
gracefully removing from a dinner or 
fevening party a gentleman who has im- 
bibed, not wisely but too well. The 
correct method is to ask the butler to 
inform him that a lady wishes to speak 
to him on the telephone. When he has 
left the room, spring upon him in the 
hall and chivy him into a cab.” 

“Rouge sticks and powder puffs may 
be used by ladies at luncheons, but 
never at dinners.’’ és 

“If a bachelor receives a dinner invi- 
tation from people who are not really 
‘in the swim,’ people, let us say, like 
old friends, classmates and business as- 
sgciates, who are, so to speak, ‘on the 
green, but not dead to the hole,’ he 
should simply toss it into the fire. This 
pian will prevent any more invitations 
from so undesirable .a quarter.

The difficult subject of precedence is, 
disposed of by Mr. Crowninshfeld in the 
ingenious suggestion which™fdllows: 

“In England the matter of precedence 
at dinners is simplicity itself. The sov- 
ereign precedes an ambassador, who 
precedes the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who precedes. the Earl Marshal, 
who precedes a duke, who precedes an 
earl, a marquis, a viscount, a bishop, 
a baron, etc., but in America the mat- 
ter is a much more perplexing one. 

“The author of this brochure respect- 
fully suggests the following scheme of 
American dinner precedence: Let an 
opera box count 6 points; steam yacht, 
5: town heuse, 5; country house, 4; mo- 
tors, 8 each; every million dollars, 2; 
tiara, 1; good wine cellar, 1; ballroom in 
town house, 1; a known grandparent of 
elther sex, %; culture, %. By this sys- 
tem a woman of culture with four 
known grandparents and a million dol- 
lars will have a total of 4%. She will, 
of course, be forced to follow in the 
wake of a lady with a town house and 
a tiara (6); who, in turn, will trail after 
& woman with a steam yacht and two 
motors (11). The highest known total 
is about 100; the lowest about %. The 
housekeeper may arrange the totals, 
and the hostess can then send the 
guests in according to their listed quo- 
tations.’’ 

For the Dancing Set. 

Before proceeding to his third topic of 
“dancing,’’ Mr. Crowninshield gives a 
graphic description ef a ball, summed 
up briefly as follows: 

“Mothers, or ‘benchwomen,’ wildly 
eyeing their offspring; the ‘leader,’ bat- 
tered and bruised like a halfback in a 
football game; the hostess, with her 
tiara aslant on her new false curls; 50 
wilted linen collars; 60 ditto shirts; four 
red-faced gentlemen asleep in the smok- 
ing room; the host lteaping from train 
te train with the agility of a brake- 
man; 200 yards of chiffon ruffles and 
one pound of assorted hairpins decorat- 
ing the floor of the ballroom; a deep 
crowd of so-called dancing men who 
effectually block the entrance door and 
stand in a dazed and awkward group, 
spellbound by the horrors of the scene.”’ 

Perhaps the most helpful suggestions 
in all the book are these: 

“Before putting your arm around a 
lady's waist you should explain to her 
that it is your intention to dance. As 
the music starts look at her longingly 
and murmur one of the following re- 
marks: “Do yeu Boston?” ‘Rotten 
floer,”’ or “Bully floor,”’ “Bully favors” 
or ‘‘Rotten favors.”’ 

“In giving a dance, avoid, if pos- 
sible, sending invitations to bores—they 
come without them.’’ 

Many things which will delight bridge 
players are said by Mr, Crowninshicld 
in his chapter on that pleasing game. 

“Husbands: and wives should never 
play partners at bridge. They are al- 
most certain to quarrel, which ‘is un- 
seemly; and if they don’t quarrel, their 
friends are sure to suspect them of 
collusion and cheating.” '
